THE “FORESTRY BUSINESS” 

The people of Ontario have cut down too many 
trees. They got another reminder of that on 
Wednesday, when hurricanes tore through some 
of the finest and wealthiest sections of the southern 
peninsula, causing several deaths and doing 
immense damage 

The pioneers found that peninsula clothed with 
forest so dense that it took them a life time to clear 
enough land to provide a bare living for their 
families. Their descendants have gone on clearing 
until there is little forest left to cut. The more 
nearly they made the country resemble Kansas the 
more the climate has come to resembie that of the 
wind-swept state. 

Forests are the cheapest and most effective 
insurance any country can have against destructive 
storms, as they are also the cheapest and most 
effective insurance against drought. Forty years 
ago a hurricane could not have travelled a mile in 
southern Ontario without striking a forest belt that 
would break its force. Now they sweep counties. 
as similar winds sweep sections of central and 
northern Alberta where also the wind-breaks have 
been chopped down and burned. 

The surest known way to bring storms is to 
destroy the barriers nature provides to check them. 
In Ontario, as in Alberta, and every other Canadian 
province, it is time to take this “forestry business” 
seriously. 


CALL THE BLUFF 


A citizen of the United States who holds a 
Canadian bond payable in the currency of ecither 
country is undoubtedly entitled to receive payment 
in United States currency. That is the kind of 
money he paid for the bond, and the kind he should 
get in return, and in satisfaction of his interest 
claims. 

If, to give him the necessary number of United 
States dollars, Canadian taxpayers have to pay a 
premium for these in Canadian dollars, that is their 
misfortune but not his fault. He couldn't have 
bougitt the bond in any currency but his own, and 
wasn’t asked to. He should get what he gave. 

The Canadian holder of a similar bond is in a 
quite different position. 
Canadian money, not United States money, and 
should get and accept the same kind of money. 
To pay hin a premium is simply to hand him a 
bonus, based on the doubtful supposition that a 
Canadian dollar is actually worth something less 
than a United States dollar, a supposition which 
the present trend of the market may explode any 
day. 

Canadian provinces and municipalities should 
refuse to pay Canadian holders of their bonds any- 
thing more than dollar for dollar in Canadian cur- 
rency. The sooner they do that the sooner the 
Canadian dollar will touch par in New York, and 
the bonds become payable in par dollars on either 
side of the line. It is time to call the bluff of the 
Canadian exchange racketeers

If the London conference can get its 
snarling nationalities to again start trading with 
one another, that will give the four power pact a 
meaning and authority it cannot otherwise have, 
and Europe a rea] chance to enjoy peace and be- 
lieve in security.

WHY TOO MUCH WHEAT? 


Dr. Working, wheat expert at the Stanford 
university, addressed the Pacific Science Congress 
at Vancouver on the subject of cheap wheat and 
why. He cited three reasons why wheat prices are 
down and are staying down. They are not new, 


but they are undoubtedly correct, and will stand

1, The heavy crop of 1928 in all large producing 
countries created a world surplus which still exists. 
2. Enough wheat is being grown each year to 
meet the demand, leaving the surplus intact 


3. European countries which formerly imported 
wheat are now producing wheat largely, through 
the economic absurdity of paying bonuses on home 
grown wheat and maintaining impassable tariffs 
against oversea wheat. 

No one who takes an occasional glance at the 
statistics can doubt the correctness of this analysis. 
But for some reason the conclusion to which these 
facts point is not so readily accepted 


The place to solve the wheat surplus problem 
is in Europe, not in North and South America and 
Australia. If the former importing countries would 
stop producing wheat by methods that defy the 
laws of economic sense, the great exporting coun- 
tries oversea could get a living price for wheat and 
still supply Europe with cheaper bread than it now 
eats, 


In return of course the wheat-exporting coun- 
tries must accept what Europe can produce to 
economic advantage, in payment for the wheat. A 
relaxation of tariffs that would permit and en- 
courage the exchange of European manufactured 
goods for oversea wheat is the logical course sug- 
gested by the known facts, as a solution of the 
troubles of both groups of nations. 


That is the logical course; but will it be adopted” 
The signs rather are that it won't. Representatives 
of the exporting countries have been meeting in 
London in recent weeks and actually framing 
fanciful schemes to cut down wheat production in 
these countries, where alone it can be economically 
produced, and where farmers face the alternative 
of producing wheat for export or producing noth- 
ing. And apparently Mr. G. Howard Ferguson and 
his associates would have put over that lunatic 
idea if Australia had not refused to fall in line. 


The economic conference, it is to be hoped, will 
be wiser than the wheat conference.

A GREAT PHILANTHROPIST 
ON THIS DATE, in 1917, the 
newspapers announced the death 
the previous day of Sir William 
C. Macdonald, of Montreal. Born 
at Glenaladale, Prince Edward 
Island, in 1831, the son of Donald 
Macdonald, a son of one of the 
Scots settlers brought out by Sel- 
kirk in 1803, William was not in- 
tended for business. His father 
and mother thought he should be 
a minister, but some trait in his 
ancestry turned his mind to ship- 
ping and trading and he was still 
young when he commenced doing 
business by schooner with Mont- 
real.

The Passing Show

‘Two French Line steamships left Vancouver @ 
few days ago, carrying with them 75,000 cases of 
canned salmon. The shipment is worth about a 
quarter of a million dollars. The sale is one of the 
results of the new trade treaty between Canada 
and France which gives Canada favored nation 
treatment for 75,000 cases of salmon till the end of 
September. : 

There was jubilation among the salmon canners, 
tinged with remembrances for the old days when 
Canada had unrestricted favored nation treatment 
for her canned fish, and packers used to ship about 
400,000 cases a year to France. When the treaty was 
abrogated a few years ago moct of the salmon trade 
went to Japan, which also was a competitor against 
Canada for the British market. The salmon can- 
ners are hot grateful for the guns of Admiral Perry 
of the U. S. Navy which forced Japan to open her 
ports, and led her to compete with the western 
world for trade. 

Nowadays a state of war exists between nations. 
Peaceful blockades are thrown round countries, 
more effective than the blockades of war. Not an 
article .one nation produces and another nation 
wants, from pins to bananas, but is made the sub- 
ject of customs restriction or tariff quota. After 
the world has emancipated itself from the burden 
of armaments it will have to emancipate itself from 
the burden or duties and customs staffs. If we 
could abolish tariffs and customs, it would go a 
long way to make armies and navies unnecessary, 
for trade and private profit is the real motive be- 
hind most wars. 


You must hand a bouquet to the French for one 
thing. They may erect high tariffs against our 
wheat and fish. They may have high national ar- 
dor and long memories for Sedan, but they have 
just honored the memory of a man whom most of 
the civilized world would rather had been strangled 
at his birth, They have celebrated the birth of 
Adolphe Sax—the man who invented the saxophone. 

Contrary to common belief, the saxophone is 
is not one of the atrocities that can be laid at the 
door of Germany. Adolphe Sax was a Belgian. 
He lived for half a century after patenting his in- 
strument and djed a natural death in 1896. 


There must be something noble and forgiving 
in the French character when it can perpetuate the 
memory of the man who invented the saxophone. 


Not even the disclosure of how the House of 
Morgan established a “ghost” corporation that ex- 
isted but a day or two, in order to put through 
stock transfers involving millions of dollars, to en- 
able the wealthy partners to show income losses 
and relieve them from the obligation to pay taxes, 
has whetted public interest like the publication of 
the list of those who were privileged to buy secur- 
ities at less than market price. 

Politicians, party managers. prospective judges 
with a public hero or two admitted to a handout, 
the list of the favored who managed to “muscle in 
on the millions, has aroused interest and envy. 

The Social Register, the Blue Book of Society 
and “Who's Who?” can now be relegated to the 
background. Descent from hard-bitten ancestors 
who came over in the Mayflower is scarcely a title 
to fame in a country, half of whose plutocrats can 
trace their descent from ancestors who were with 
Moses in the Ark. A new standard of distinction 
was needed, and the House of Morgan has supplied 
it. 

Hereinafter the sign of aristocracy will be to 
have one’s name on Mr. Morgan's “preferred list!’ 

In England, where they seem to do these things 
better than in United States, the disclosures of how 
the Morgan partners evaded paying income taxes, 
has come with a good deal of surprise. The sur- 
prise was justified, for the British tax office man- 
aged to exact payment of taxes when Uncle Sam's 
officials could not. Perhaps there is no “preferred 
list” in Great Britain. The rich man who tried to 
beat paying his taxes there would have a bard 
time—and a still harder time if he was found out. 

Our own Premier Bennett as Rt. Hon. Richard 
Bedford Bennett and net as. “Lord Hopewell’ as 
some had supposed and hoped. is attending the 
World Economic Conference, in London. How 
much of good.may come out of that conference if

That sentiment might make the esteemed Chan- 

cellor’s esteemed father turn in his grave, for Jo- 
seph Chamberlain was the father of “tariff reform” 
in Great Britain. Sons, praise Heaven, do noi al- 
ways adopt their father’s policies, else where would 
progress be. The wisdom of one generation is not 
the wisdom of the next. He is a great man wro in 
his own lifetime is not afraid to reverse his cwn 
policies or confute his own utterances. The chan- 
cellor son of the British Chancellor who worked 
for the imposition of tarifis, outlines the objectives 
of the World Economic Conference as: 

1. Increase of prices to a more saticfec- 
cory level 

2. Currency understandings leading even- 
tually to restoration of a stable international 
money standard. 

3. Abolition or reduciion of barriers to in- 
ternational trade 
Mr. Bennett, now seeking reciprocity with United 

States, is being reminded of the time he opposed 
Reciprocity in 1911 and exhorted Canadians: 

Because | believe this treaty threatens the 
Empire, I ask you to smite it with all your 
might. More nations have been destroyed in 
prosperity than in adversity. We can afford 
to stand with out faces to everyone in peace 
and to make ourselves a free people and a 
free nation, but we cannot afford to be se- 
duced by the dollar. 

One exhortation had a Scriptural flavour and 
rears: 

To your tents, Oh Israel, and let them 
know you are there. Let there be no un- 
certain sound in the fight. Fight as men who 
fight for conviction. Fight as men would fight 
if the enemy were at their doors, but worse 
than that-their gold is in our land to allure 
us. Be not afraid, Oh Israel. Fight for your 
cause—your Good cause for which we now 
join issue and fight. 

The Israelites, it will be recalled. fought nobly on 
that occasion. In the city which last week rejoiced

to the Archbishop of Canterbury's 
consultative committee. 


Among the things held In com- 
mon, agreement was reached as to 
the authority and sufficiency of 
Holy Scripture as furnishing the 
supreme standard in faith and mor- 
als, as to the necessity for the decla- 
ration of the church's faith and dot- 
trine in credal form, and as to the 
status of articles and confession of 
faith as subordinate standards. 

There was a common recognition 
of the sacraments of baptism and 
the Lord's supper, and of an or- 
derly ministry within the church 
by divine institution. 

Among the suggestions for con- 


certed action in the future, which, | 
in the circumstances of the time | 


the churches might well be moved 
to adopt, the conference recom- 
mended in particular the exchange 
of official delegations from time to 
time, public pronouncements on 
grave occasions, and possible joint 
action and study of each other's 
history, religious thought, and sys-| 
tem of worship in the interest of 
better understanding.

Accident Occurs Early Sat- 
urday Morning Mile 
North of Red Deer 


RED DEER, June 10.—Three 
Onidentified men were killed at 
7:30 a.m. Saturday on the C.P.R., 
about a mile and a quarter north 
of the C.P.R. station here, when 
they were run over by a mixed 
train coming from the north. 

It is believed the men were ly- 
ing on the tracks, and that death 
was instantaneous. R.C.M.P. are 
investigating the accident, and it 
fe likely that an inquest will be 
ordered. 

The men were thought to be 18 
te 20 years old. About half the 
length of the mixed train, which 
was quite a heavy one, passed 
ever the bodies, possibly 15 cars 
or so. The engineer stopped as 
goon as possible, being on a down 
grade, and heavily lcaded. 


The men were reported to be 


transients, Royal Canadian Mount- | 


ed Police said. Meagre information 
said the men were resting on the 
tracks and apparently had fallen 
asleep. 

The sleeping transients apparent- 
ly failed to hear the 7:30 a.m. C.P.R. 
mixed train which crashed into 
them, mangling the bodies horribly. 
Efforts to identify the men so far 
have failed. 

The point on the tracks where 
the men were killed is the place 
where transients are known to usu- 
ally wait to board passing trains.
